line  of  the  alleyway  through  Block  4,  as  shown 
on  Registered  Plan  No.  2009;  thence  southerly 
along  such  prolongation  to  the  southerly 
boundary  of  Robins  Street  and  thence  continu¬ 
ing  southerly  along  the  centre  line  of  said 
alleyway  and  the  prolongation  thereof  to  the 
centre  line  of  Woodhouse  Street;  thence  east¬ 
erly  along  said  centre  line  to  the  prolongation 
northerly  of  the  westerly  boundary  of  Triangle 
Block,  as  shown  on  Registered  Plan  No.  477h; 
thence  south-easterly  along  said  prolongation 
and  continuing  along  the  westerly  boundary 
of  said  Triangle  Block  to  the  south-westerly 
corner  thereof ;  thence  easterly  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  said  Block  to  the  south¬ 
east  corner  thereof  and  continuing  easterly  in 
a  straight  line  across  Nicol  Street,  as  shown 
on  Registered  Plan  No.  1748,  to  the  easterly 
boundary  of  said  street;  thence  northerly 
along  said  easterly  boundary  to  the  centre  line 
of  Woodhouse  Street;  thence  easterly  along 
said  centre  line  and  the  prolongation  thereof 
to  the  easterly  boundary  of  Eaton  Street; 
thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  boundary 
of  Eaton  Street  to  the  point  of  commencement.
